That  at  the 
expiration  of  fifteen  months  from  and  after  the 
ptssageofthis  act,  and  from  time  tofiime  there- 
after, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the 
department  of  war,  to  lay  such  evidence  of 
claims  as  he  may  have  received  before  the  secre 
tary  and  comptroller  ofthe  treasury,  with  them 
proceed  to  examine  th«  testimony,  and  give 
their  judgment,  what  quantity  of  land  ought 
•o  be  allowed  to  the  individual  claimants,  in

may  in  their  judgement  require,  and  make 
report  thereof  to  Congress.  A d n ease  any 
such  claimant,  shall  have  sustained  such  los- 
ses and  fitflerings,  or  performed  such  services 
forthe  United  States,  that  he  cannot  justly  be 
classed  in  any  one  general  class,  a separate  re 
port  shall  be  made  of  Ids  circumstances,  to. 
gether  with  the  quantity  of  land  that  ought  to 
be  allowed  him,  having  reference  to  the  forego- 
ing ratio  ; Provided,  That  in  considering  what 
compensation  ought  to  be  made  bv  virtue  of  this 
act,  all  grants,  except  military  grants,  which 
may  have  been  made  by  the  United  States  or

The  partner  of  his 
nuptial  bed  might  either  cover  it  with 
piercing  thorns  or  with  a kind  and  con- 
liant  hand  drew  it  over  with  unfading 
wreathes  of  rofes.  After  a tedious  pil- 
grimage (if  the  expreffions  be  allowable) 
he  arrived  at  Pedant  Jtram,  in  Sj'rta,  a 
country  which  feemed  for  various  reafons 
the  peculiar  favorite  of  Heaven.  In  one 
of  the  green  vailies  of  the  fertile  region 
he  raerthe  youngand  lovely  Rachel-  In- 
ftigated  bv  the  propettfity  of  his  nature, 
and  the  power  of  her  pcrfonal  attraiteion?, 
he  flew  to  Iter,  and  in  the  energetic  lan- 
guage of  the  text,  kissed  her.  What 
man  not  curfed  by  a dete liable  abhorrence 
of  her  lex,  could  refrain  from  taking  (or 
at  leaf!  wifiting  to  take)  the  fame  liberty. 
Fair  and  inviting  was  the  opportunity, 
anil  it  is  difficult  to  decide,  whether  tlte 
cold  temperament  oi  him  who  could  re- 
ftfi  it,  ought  moll  excite  the  pity  or  incur 
contempt. 

It  is  not  proved  that  Rachel  either  re- 
filled, or  even  objefted  againff  this  free- 
dom from  a ((ranger.  We  mav  venture 
therefore  to  determine  that  the  salutation 
had  quite  the  oppofite  effcite,  upon  the'fol- 
id  principles,  regarding  which  the  learned, 
so  prone  to  controverfy,  and  fo  notorious 
for  a difcordancy  of  fentiments,  that  wo- 
men and  especially  maidens,  (fitch  at  this 
period  we  mud  conftdcr  Rachel)  did  no. 
ver  from  the  creation  of  the  world  to  the 
present  hour,  conceive  a mortal  antipathy 
toa^»sffroni  an  admirer,  glowing  with 
all  the  manly  allurements  of  youth,  come- 
linefs  and  vigour.  But  no  readiness  to 
take  offence,  no  fttark  of  momentary  re- 
fentment,  no  fiaflies  of  tramfient  anger, 
were  railed  within  her  bread  by  the  ten- 
der familiarity  o(  Jacob.  She  received  it 
as  the  welcome  prelage  of  ^loader  intima- 


cy, which  terminated  in  a profperous 
marriage.  Thus  as  in  the  d..VS  oi  yore, 
kissing  is  generally  the  forerunner  of  clo- 
ser connexions,  which  fomettntes  have 
led  to  uncorrupted  matrimony,  but  which 
has  often  with  a faithless  step  been  known 
to  dart  alide  from  the  fascinating  objeil 
to  which  the  male  lover  declared  that  it 
was  ultimately  tending.  Thrice  fortu- 
nate ate  they,  who,  unalterably  attentive 
to  the  hallowed  mandate  which  proceeds 
from  nature,  and  fpeaks  with  soft  yet  in- 
surmountable persuaftons  to  every  fon  and 
daughter  ofthe  univerfe,  can  truly  ex- 
claim, “ We  have  not  laboured  in  vain  ; 
we  have  nor  differed  the  flower  of  our 
age  to  drop  withering  from  the  lUlk  ; we 
pollels  the  commendation  of  our  own  con- 
ferences and  the  effeem  of  our  friends, 
in  addition  to  which  enviable  felicities 
our  children  (ball  rife  up  and  call' us 
blefied.” 

Having  thus  briefly  conlidr-red  the  im- 
port ofthe  words  “ Jacob  killed  Rachel, ’* 
1 (hall  secondly  endeavour  to  fix  upon  y-.ur 
mind  tie  a&ual  expediency  of  implicitly 
fubmitting  to  the  cordial  precepts  which 
it  inculcates.  Wiiatloever  nature  inclines 
to  do,  the  lame  not  being  prohibited  by 
any  politive  law,  divine  or  human,  it  af- 
luredly  behoves  us  to  execute.  But  on 
this  occalion  the  injunction  prefents  it- 
felt  with  au  afpef!  fo  winning  audio  en- 
lightened, that  we  cannot  hefitate  to  re- 
gard it,  as  at  once  national  and  extatick. 
Let  the  infenfible  beings  of  the  mafeu- 
line  gender,  (if  fitch  unfortunately  there 
are)  examine  their  inward  feelings,  and 
declare  whether  they  would  not  conceive 
it  difficult  totally  to  refill  the  temptations 
of  lips  like  thofe  of  Rachel  ; a f ragrance 
equal  to  the  odours  of  an  April  morn, 
llfuing  from  their  vermillioned  furface,  to 
render  them  not  the  leall  captivating  of 
that  almolt  divine  afT.-mblage  ot  features, 
in  which  Jacob  douotlefs  perceived  the 
fpotlefs  index  ofthe  milder  virtues,  inva- 
riably throughout  their  lucid  progress,  by 
the  bell  and  coitfeqiie ntly  the  moll  fervi- 
ctble  qualities  of  a female  undtrftanding. 
I can  venture  to  affirm  that  the  majority 
of  beings,  who  cotnpofe  the  malculinc 
clafs  of  this  world  are  a compound  of  ma- 
terials too  fiiblime,  too  effervescent,  too 
luxurioufiy  prone  to  the  participation  of 
ofthe  fair  indulgence,  not  to  enjoy  by 
the  warm  magic  of  *n  elevated  imagina- 
tion these  feenes  ot  reciprocal  endear- 
ments as  having  puffed  detween  Jacob 
and  Rachel.  1 He  killed  her  ; he  lilted 

up  his  voice  and  wept.’ In  furrow  ? 

No  ! from  an  excefs  of  tranlport.  The 
joy  which  overflowed  the  heart,  rati  gtilh- 
ing  front  the  delighted  eyes  dropping  a 
tributary  trar  upon  the  sr.onoy  bosom  of 
the  enchanting  object  of  this  enviable 
yetjufi  emotion- 

From  the  case  ot  Jacob,  it  is  not  errone- 
ous, but  highly  requifite  to  infer  that  his 
behaviour  at  this  interview  witn  Rachel 
fliould  he  taken  fo  long  as  the  world  ex- 
ifis,  for  a pattern  by  all  who  may  have  the 
advantage  of  Handing  in  a fitmlar  predi- 
cament. 

Let  this  admonition  remain  deeply  en- 
graven on  the  tablets  of  our  memory — As 
we  are  bound  to  carry  it  into  the  moll  ex- 
tenfive  practice,  wltcnfoever  the  leal!  oe- 
cafion  may  occur,  may  we  become  infpi- 
red  with  a fpirit  of  emulation',  and  drive 
during  fo  delectable  a talk,  to  bear  away 
the  glorious  palm  of  pre-eminence.

“ hince  nty  last  letter  to  you,  an  in- 
trigue of  a curio  in  nature  has  been  dis- 
covered. The  hereditary  P1I1.ee  of 
Denmark  who  was  married  to  a daugh- 
ter of  the  Duke  of  Mecklenburg,  w as 
called  front  home  by  military  duties.

“ An  express  was  immediately  dis- 
patched to  the  Prince,  to  make  him  ac- 
quainted with  the  circumstance,  and  on 
cxamir.g  the  Princess,  she  confessed 
her  guilt. 

“ Dupuis  was  instantly  sent  tinder  an 
escort  to  I^ubeck,  never  to  return  to 
Denmark,  under  pain  of  death.  The 
princes  has  since  been  sent  to  Altona. 
Messengers  have  been  dispatched  to  ail 
quarters,  to  apprise  her  relations  cHitf 


conduct  and  a divorce  is  expected  to 
take  place. 

•*  Thu  same  Dupuis'  was  some  years 
ago  in  the  Swedish  service  ; but  his  con- 
duct was  so  infamous  that  he  was  also 
banished  from  that  country.” 

The  late  president  Witherspoon  was  a lean 
ofconsiderale  humour,  as  well  as  of  learning 
and  piety,  and  possessed  a happy  talent  ofin- 
stmeting in  his  own  peculiar  way.

Hrjlcctitnn  oj  tie  Prince  dc  Ugnc. 

Did  the  blood  of  heroes  or  even  the 
blood  of  gods  flow  in  your  veins,  unless 
glory  keeps  you  in  a state  of  continual 
intoxication, do  not  range  yourself  un- 
der its  banners.  Do  not  say  that  you 
like  your  profession  ; if  you  are  con- 
tented to  express  yourself  thus  coolly 
about  it,  embrace  another.  Perhaps 
you  serve  without  reproach,  you  under- 
tand  some  of  the  principles  of  the  art  ; 
very  well  ! You  are  avljandfcraftsman. 
You  v ill  arrive  at  a certain  point,  but  you 
are  net  an  arlist.  Place  the  art  of  war  a- 
bove  oi  hers, love  it » i'th  passion’ ; yt  r, pas- 
sion is  the  word.  If  you  are  not  a soldier 
in  your  dreams,  if  fo u do  not  devour 
military  hooks  and  plans,  if  ved  do-  not 
kiss  the  footsteps  of  old  soldiers',  if  you 
do  Hof  weep  at  the  recital  ol  the  bnftfts 
they  fought,  if  yor.  are  not  ardently  desi- 
rous of  witnessing  an  engagement,  and 
if  you  are  net  ashamed  of  not  having  yet 
seen  one,  hasten  to  cast  off  a coat  w hich 
you  dishonor.  If  the  evolutions  of  a 
single  battallion  do  not  enchant  you,  if 
you  do  not  feel  the  wish  of  being  every 
where,  if  you  have  absences  of  mind,  if 
you  do  not  tremble  lest  the  rnhi  should 
prevent  your  manoeuvring  with  your 
legiment,  resign  your  situation  to  a 
young  man  who  is  mad  wit  h enthusiasm 
for  the  art  of  Maurice  and  Eugene,"  who 
is  persuaded  that  to  acquit  ourselves 
tolerably  veil  we  must  do  three  times 
more  than  our  duty.  Woe  to  lukewarm 
soldiers  ! Let  them  return  to  the  bosom 
of  their  families  ! Let  not  that  importu- 
nate crowd  of  degrading  beings  who  are 
constantly  soliciting  unmerited  favors, 
prevent  old  soldiers  from  displaying 
their  honorable  scat's  before  the  if  sov- 
ereign ! They  ought  not  to  step  at  court 
over  those  who  were  before  them  in  the 
field.  True  consideration  belongs  to 
the  truly  brave,  and  not  to  those  w ho. 
pretending  to  serve,  rob  the  true  soldi- 
ers of  their  rewards. 

In  short,  to  be  a soldier,  the  head 
must  be  inflamed  with  enthusiasm,  the 
heart  electrified  with  honor,  the  eye 
must  beam  with  the  fire  of  Victory,  and 
the  soul  be  exulteef  by  the  honorable  dec- 
orations of  glory.  I hope  1 shell  be 
forgiven  if  the  exaltation  of  my  soil!, 
■which  is  perhaps  a little  too  great  at 
this  moment,  has  betrayed  mC  into  some- 
thing like  a declamation. 


IL  M.  JOHNSON’S 

SPEECH, 

Cntiie  Bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Macon,  for  reg- 
ulating Commercial  Intercourse  with  for- 
eign nations. 

Mr.  SrkATtER, 

I shall  not  apologise  for  the 
retflark3  1 atti  about  to  make,  altho’  the 
discharge  of  other  duties  has  prevented  me 
from  arranging  or  condensing  my  thoughts 
as  1 could  wish.  The  opposition  to  this 
hill  has  been  remarkable,  at  least  in  one 
feature,  its  variety.  We  have  been  entertain- 
ed with  the  importance  of  manufactories, 
and  the  duties  of  this  house  to  encourage 
them,  and  then  the  conclusion  seemed  to 
he  drawn  that  we  should  vote  against  this 
hill  To  ibis  I r.an  sav  that  no  individual 
of  this  nation  can  lie  more  anxious  than  I 
um  to  encourage  and  promote  manufacto- 
ries, by  which  our  dependence  on  foreign 
nations  will  he  destroyed  and  our  indepen- 
dencemore  easily  maintained. — Sofar  from 
obstructing  the  progress  of  manufactories, 
every  principle  of  the  bill  fosters  and  pro- 
tects them. — Others  have  described  the 
calamities  of  war  with  much  feeling,  and 
have  given  it  as  their  opinion  that  this  bill 
would  invnfte  us  in  a war  with  either 
France  or  Great  Britain,  orwitli  both  pow- 
ers.— To  tlris  I answer,  if  this  was  to  fol- 
low, we  have  had  just  cause  of  war  with 
both  nations,  and  the  calamities  could  not 
he  much  greater  than  those  which  have 
been  wantonly  inflicted  on  us  without  any 
provocation  or  effectual  resistance  on  onr 
part.  But  this  measure  is  neither  war  nor 
cause  of  war,  nor  will  it  more  necessarily 
produce  it  than  any  other  honorable  exer- 
cise ot  onr  rightly  powers.  2dlv  Others 
have  recited  the  wrongs  of  France  and 
England  in  the  language  of  patriotic  indig- 
nation, at  which  I have  been  delighted  and 
.interested  to  see  such  a spirit  of  freedom 
warm  their  bosoms,  and  then  the  conclu- 
sion has  been  drawn  that  this  hill  is  sub- 
mission. 3dly.  It  is  not  in  opposition  to  any 
measure  of  resistance  that  has  been  men- 
tioned, or  which  can  be  mentioned  ; — it  is  j 


exclude  French  and  English  goods  and 
products.  Those  who  h ue-  opposed  this 
bill  have  confessed  that  the  non-intercourse 
is  worse  than  nothing — French  and  En- 
glish goods  have  not  been  excluded — but 
we  have  them  in  quantity  almost  without 
didnnution  anil  in  price  much  enhanced 
Very  well;  what  is  the  price  of  our  own 
products  ? — the  market  glutted  and  whet 
we  sell  is  at  a reduced  price.  This  law 
has  been  evaded  in  ifie  most  shameful  man 
nev  by  the  most  infamous  part  of  the  com- 
munity, The  coasting  vessels  which  go  to 
foreign  markets,  evade  the  peualty  by  sel 
ling  ship  and  cargo  and  leavhig  the  crew 
in  a foreign  land.  By  smuggling  thro’  the 
Canadas  it  has  been  violated.  The  non  - 
intercourse  has  given  Great  Britain  the 
monopoly  of  our  trade  by  interchanging 
British  goods  in  the  provinces  of  Spain,  Sic 
tor  the  products  of  the  U.  States.  More 
than  100  British  vessels  are  now  at  Ame- 
lia Island  in  sight  of  Georgia  taking  off 
cotton  ; and  who  would  be  so  mean  as  to 
sniak-  to  Amelia  Island  and  sacrifice  pro- 
perty and  principle  to  enrich  our  deadly 
enemies  and  ultimately  to  ruin  ourselves  ? 
Ibis  iion  interc.  ii  r Pas  also  lessened  our 
revenue  without  injuring  our  enemies,  and 
it  has  enriched  the  unprincipled  part  of  the 
traders  to  the  injury  of  the  honest  mer- 
chant and  farmer.  I have  certain  intelli- 
gence that  insurances  can  he  obtained  in 
New  York  and  elsewhere  against  the  pen- 
alties ol  the  non  intercourse  as  to  Great 
Britain.  T his  is  too  degrading  to  the  hu- 
man character.  And  a member  has  stat- 
ed on  this  floor,  that  1 - did  not  believe 
that  the  President  had  die  right  of  reviv- 
ing the  non-intercourse  as  to  G.  Britain, 
and  .nere  was  no  legal  non -intercourse  at 
i his  time.  I was"  astonished  there  should 
be  a difference  of  opinion  upon  a subject  so 
plain  and  one  which  was  necessary  to  our 
neutrality.  See  the  law  upon  this  subject ; 
there  can  be  but  one  construction— the 
president  was  authorised  to  do  a ministes 
rial  act,  to  suspend  the  non  intercourse  a 
to  France  or  G.  Britain  if  they  should  so 
modify  their  orders  and  decrees  as  uot  to

Where  I am  known  I be- 
lieve none  will  doubt  my  readiness  to  go  to 
war  both  with  France  and  Great  Britain, 
rather  than  submit  longer  to  their  depre- 
dations and  ilisults — I have  ne'er  had  any 
other  sentiments  since  the  attack  on  the 
Chesapeake.  Let  those  who  object  to 
this  as  submission,  introduce  their  plan  of 
resistance,  and  then  we  shall  see  who  are 
willing  to  vindicate  the  honor  and  dignity 
of  the  nation.  But  some  whoopposetltisbiil 
have  laid  on  the  table  another  plan  for 
regulating  our  romifiercc — others  sav  we 
hud  as  well  attempt  to  controul  the  ele- 
ments as  comment — that  the  merchants 
should  lie  permitted  to  go  where  and  how 
they  please  without  restraint — in’  answer 
to  tnis  1 state  that  the  merchants  have  had 
too  much  influence  in  the  conflict  already 


tmse  known.  But  on  the  day  promised  G. 
Britain  refused  to  make  such  a change. — 
1 he  non-mtercourse  therefore  never  was 
suspended  because  tile  condition  alone  up- 
on which  such  a power  could  be  exercised 
never  did  take  ptace — but  some  men  affect 
to  believe  in«u  they  will— this  non-inter- 
course was  a substitute  for  the  embargo 
and  the  taui  moment  when  that  measure 
was  abandoned  a majority  refused  to  go  tb 
war  and  these  are  the  fruits  of  it.

Mr.  W illiam  Tappan,  of  Geneva,  set 
out  on  a journey  to  Boston  in  the  stage 
with  his  little  daughter,  about  4 years 
old.  In  crossing  the  lake  on  the  ice,  he 
committed  his  child  to  the  care  of  Miss 
Vredeubtirgh,  a lady  of  about  15  years 
of  age,  of  a very  retpectable  family  at 
Scancotul’s  lake,  who  remained  in  the 
sleigh  ; the  other  passengers  consider- 
ing tits  passage  dangerous,  chusingto 
walk  at  a distance.  As  Mr.  Tappan  was 
holding  up  the  hind  part  of  the  sleigh, 
it  broke  through  the  ice,  8c  that  v.  ith  the 
horses  were  Instantly  under  water. 
Mr.  Tappan  swam  to  where  the  ice 
would  bear  him,  and  looking  I'uck  he  saw 
Miss  Vredeubtirgh  holding  up  his  child 
above  water,  who  with  a surpi  ising com- 
posure of  mind’,  and  unexampled  dis- 
interestedness, exclaimed — “ Far  God’s 
sake,  Mr.  Tappan,  save  your  child,  for 
we  are  both' drowning  together.” 

Mr.  T.  plunged  ift  aguiii,  received 
the  child  from  her  hands,  and  was  for- 
tunate enough  to  place  it  in  safety  on 
the  ice.  He  then  returned  and  took  the 
young  lady,  who  was  quietly  Waiting  up 
to  her  neck  in  water,  standing  up 
to  her  neck  in  water,  standing  upon 
the  upper  part  of  the  sinking  sleigh, 
and  swant  with  her  again  to  a place  of 
safety..

so  long  as  our  neutral  character  gave  them 
ad  vantages  over  the  subjects  f other  na- 
tions, and  then  claim  protection  under  the 
British  Navy  after  our  neutral  righ's  have 


difference  of  duty  upon  foreign  bottoms  and 
out  own  vessels;  no,  it  originated  from  the 
advantages  of  our  neutral  character.  Other 
nations  and  our  own  citizens  preferred 
shipments  in  American  navigation,  because 
their  property  was  protected  under  our 
neutral  flag — not  so  at  this  time — those 
advantages  have  been  destroyed  by  the  in 
justice  ot  foreign  nations,  and  we  must  as 
sist  our  citizens  by  the  aid  of  our  laws — 
this  is  not  submission— far  from  it — it  is  a 
system  in  defence  of  the  English  orders 
and  French  decrees — therefore  we  have 
tried  experiments  in  the  non- intercourse 
aiid  the  embargo.  They  have  failed  to 
coerce  >ur  enemies  and  they  in  some 
measure  prevented  a collision  with  foreign 
enemies.  By  the  non-intercourse  we  are 


been  disregarded  bv  that  power.  If  such  j told  not  tr  goto  England,  so  saidthe  French 

decrees — we  are  told  not  to  go  to  France — 
so  said  the  British  orders  in  council — and 
when  complaints  were  made  against  those 
two  rival  powers,  gentlemen  say  wc  will 
not  go  to  war  for  captures,  when  the  ves- 
sels were  violating  our  laws.— This  bill  ex- 
cludes British  and  French  from  trading 
with  us  and  we  permit  our  citizens  to  go 
where  they  please  under  certain  regula- 
tions— now  when  a'  vessel  is  bound  to 
Pra  ce  in  defiance  of  English  orders  and 
the  British  should  make  a capture — the 
question  will  lie  brought  home  to  every 
member,  wiil  ynu’submit  to  these  depreda- 
tions or  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal 
Sc  authorise  our  merchants  to  defend  them- 
selves against  capture  ? If  a vessel  should 
be  taken  by  a F rench  privateer  going  to 
England  in  defiance  of  French  deduces  the 
same  question  would  be  presented — so  far 
from  this  measure  being  submission  it  is  a 
defiance  of  the  orders  of  England  and  the 
decrees  of  France,  and  I wish  to  defy  those 
powers.  I fear  them  not — If  G.  B.  should 
retaliate  by  excluding  our  vessels,  then  a 
complete  non- intercourse  will  take  place— 
if  she  should  retaliate  by  additional  duties, 
then  we  shall  use  less  of  her  manufactures 
and  our  commerce  will  be  thrown  into  dif- 
ferent channels  to  her  injury  and  not  to 
that  of  the  United  States. — I have  been 
mortified  that  on  this  occasion  some  gen- 
tlemen have  estimated  our  resources  as  in- 
adequate for  the  purposes  of  w ar,  or  that 
the  people  would  not  support  a war  in  de- 
fence of  our  independence— I believe  nei- 
ther— -our  resources  are  adequate  to  the 
maintenance  of  our  rights,  our  honor  and 
onr  independence,  and  the  people  are  as 
willing  and  more  so  than  we  are  to  risque 
war  rather  than  submit  longer. — 1 have 
been  particularly  gratified  with  the  senti- 
ments of  my  friend.  (General  Desha)  We 
coincide  in  sentiment.  Let  strong  mea- 
sures be  introduced,  we  shall  not  differ  in 
opinion.  I have  only  to  regret  that  upon 
the  merits  of  this  particular  bill  we  differ 
in  our  votes. 


men  are  now  dissatisfied  let  them  gi  axil 
secure  allegiance  to  the  British  ma.istth 
and  become  .British  subjects. — The  plain 
English  to  this  objection  amounts  to  this, 
let  the  merchants  dictate  and  govern  the 
people  of  the  Onbed  States,  and  they  will 
be  satisfied,  or  Sell  the  independence  of 
this  nation  for  gold. — Others  say  it  will  be 
worse  th'an  the  embargo,  by  retaliation 
from  Great  Britain  in  excluding  onr  ves- 
sels— that  it  will  be  a perfect  nnn-inter- 
Course  and  we  shall  be  deprived  of  British 
manufactures.  In  answer  to  this  I state, 
that'  a conviction  on  my  mind  that  this 
state  of  things  would  be  produced,  would 
alone  furnish  sufficient  argument  for  me  to 
vote  for  the  bill — I wish  to  see  a complete 
non-intercourse  produced,  and  British  fab- 
rics excluded  until  Great  Britain  shr.ll  do 
us  j ustice. — What  would  England  lose  by 
this  state  of  things?  She  would  lose  that 
under  which  she  could  not  support  herself 
twelvemonths.  Other*  say  many  will  be 
the  evils  of  this  hill. — T his  argument  would 
put  down  human  institutions — the  most  per- 
fect system  of  the  penal  code  might  be  ob- 
jected to  upon  the  possibility  or  even  pro- 
bability that  in  some  cases  the  guilty  might 
escape  punishment  or  the  innocent  might 
suffer— let  the  nation  understand  us — If  is 
a very  plain  question,  it  is  a question  regu- 
lating our  commerce — it  is  a navigation  act 
upon- our  exports  and  impotts  ; — it  is  this 
or  nothing.  As  great  Britain  and  France 
are  waging  continual  war  upon  us,  the 
question  arises,  will  you  pass  this  hill  by 
which  you  exclude  the  British  navy  and 
the  French  privateers,  also  British  and 
French  armed  merchant  vessels  from  our 
poi  ts  and  waters,  or  will  you  permit  Bri- 
tish and  French  armed  vessels  and  alsothe 
merchantment  Co  come  in  and  go  out  as 
they  please,  enjoying  the  hospitality  of  our 
people — I hope  not — 1 hope  if  wc  can  do 
nothing  more  we  will  exclude  France  and 
England  from  the  hospitality  and  protec- 
tion of  our  waters,  and  their  merchants 
from  commercial  rights. — I hope  this  na- 
tion never  will  agree  to  abandon  the  rights 
of  a free  people — war  before  dishorior — 
The  question  is  between  this  bill  and  the 
non  intercourse  which  will  expire  at  the 
end  of  the  session,  which  shall  we  prefer? 
Or  whether  this  bill  or  national  disgrace. — 
The  non-intercourse  has  been  abandoned 
by  all  ; no  proposition  has  been  made  to 
enforce  it.  In  fact  it  cannot  be  enforced, 
and  it  would  require  almost  as  many  man  8c 
as  much  money  to  enforce  it  even  at  home 
as  to  carry  on  war  with  Great  Britain — 
T he  object  of  the  non-intercourse  was  to

Gentlemen, 

I understand  what  was  meant  by  the  word 
“ Father-Inquisitors” — I never  thought  it  had 
any  reference  to  any  denomination  of  Preach 
ers  ; but,  it  was  pointed  at  a club  (lately  so 
called)  that  never  had  an  existence  any  where, 
but  in  the  pericranium  of  Philo  and  Red-Jacket.

But  if  there  sh  Id  be  any  latent 
sensations  of  fear  lurking  in  the  breasts  of  ei- 
ther, I now  inform  them, that  they  have  nottbat 
formidable  number  to  combat  with,  which  L(ieir 
affrighted  imaginations  have  figured  to  then). 
Theophilus  stands  alone  without  an  Auxiliary; — 
But  in  what  character  am  I to  \ieu  Philo  ! — On 
the  6th  ot  March  lie  bears  a son,  who  as  soon 
as  he  is  born  into  the  world,  appears  to  be  the 
true  descendant  of  Mars,  invulnerable  as  A- 
chillis,  breathing  defiance,  and  sounding  the 
war-whoop  of  extermination — But  lo  ! in  eight 
days  he  conceives  yet  again , and  bears  another 
son,  and  calls  his  name  Peace.  Now  which  of 
the  two  sons  of  the  prolific  Ph.lo  am  I to  attend 
to  ? He  may  go  on  to  conceive  ana  bear  an  host 
of  bantlings,  as  opposite  in  their  nature  as  the 
two  first. 

As  Philo  has  been  wilfully  the  aggressor, 
contrary  to  his  professed  principles,  I am  at  a 
loss  to  know  what  confidence  ! ought  to  place 
in  his  character.  I may  subject  myself,  and 
many  of  my  professed  friends,  to  be  tantalized, 
and  insulted  by  Philo,  as  the  American  govern- 
ment kas  been  by  the  perfidious  corn t of  Bri- 
tain, who  disregard  all  treaties  however  so- 
lemn. 

But  charity  prompts  me  to  think  better  things 
of  Philo,  and  induces  me  to  take  better  notice 
of  his  offer  of  Peace.

or  house,  and  if  they  receive  you,  your  peace 
shall  remain  with  them  ; but  if  they  receive 
you  not,  you  shall  shake  off  tile  very  dust  from 
your  feet  as  a testimony  against  them.* 

Now  let  us  try  M?.  Crem’s  conduct  to  Rod. 
Jacket  by  this  standard — He  w..s  sent  to  Red- 
Jacket  with  the  offer  of  life  and  salvation 
through  a crucified  Saviour’s  speaking  peace  to 
him,  and  through  him,  (as  a chief,)  to  every 
wigwam  in  his  nation.  Did  Red  Jacket  re- 
ceive him  ! no!  he, on  the  contrary,  refused 
the  offered  boon  with  contempt ; alleilgingthat 
the  religion  of  his  fathers  was  superior  to  that 
offered  by  the  Missionary  ; but  nevertheless  of- 
fered  the  hand  of  fellowship.  Mr.  Cl  em  refu- 
sed to  accept  it,  being  determined  not  to  give 
up  so  radical  a point,  in  this  important  nvgoci.

must  be  precisely  of  such  a cut  and  quality  ; for 
just  such  a one  had  Paul,  when  lie  stood,  before 
king  Agrippa  ; not  one  tittle  of  these  peculiar!- 
ties  will  he  relinquish  ; hot  with  ail  the  conde- 
scention  and  politeness  of  a Chesterfield,  will 
give  up  the  fundamentals  of  Christianity.

On  the  levee  day  the 
Lord  Mayor  told  the  Secretary  of  State, 
that  he  then  had  the  address  in  Ids  pock- 
et and  wished  to  present  it.  The  Sec- 
retary said  it  was  best  to  give  it  to  him 
and  he  would  save  the  Lord  Maj  or  all 
further  trouble.  To  which  his  Lord- 
ship  replyod,  that  he  would  not  con- 
sent to  prcr.ynl  it  to  any  one  except  the 
king  in  person  ; and  that  it  w as  the  wjsh 
of  both  himself  and  the  sherriffs  to  doit 
in  any  way  which  would  save  his  majesty 
mo  t trouble.  The  Secretary  said  the 
king’  spleasure  had  been  already  taken  & 
expressed  as  to  the  mode  cf  presenting 
it.

It  isji  quaily  painful  to  call  to  j burrna- 
lesty’s  recollection  the  melancholy  f.,te 
of  a steebnd  army  assemble!!  within  the 
Peninsula  under  the  gallent  commander 
Sir  John  Moore  ; ignorant  alike  of  the 
state  and  disposition  of  the  Spaniards, 
and  the  forceand  designs  of  the  enemy, 
this  army  being  sent  to  tbe  interior  of 
Spain,  was  in  Imminent  danger  of  being 
captured  ; in  this  critical  emergency, 
and  state  of  agonising  perplexity  aban- 
doned to  his  own  resources,  this  hapless 
but  meritorious  officer  at  length  discov- 
ered that  they  had  no  safety  hut  in 
flight  ; with  the  loss  of  his  ammunition, 
horses,  specie,  and  baggage,  and  har- 
assed and  assailed  on  all  sides,  he  se- 
cured the  retreat  of  his  gallant  follow- 
ers by  the  sacrafice  of  his  own  invalua- 
ble life. 

Deriving  no  benefit  from  experience, 
a third  well  appointed  army,  tinder  the 
command  ofSir  Arthur  Wellesley,  was 
hurried  into  the  interior  of  Spain,  alike 
ignorant,  of  the  force  and  movemenis  ol 
tbe  enemy  and  where  after  an  unprof- 
itable display  of  British  valor,  and  a 
dreadful  slaughter,  this  army,  like  the 
former,  was  compelled  to  seek  its  safe- 
ty by  a precipitate  retreat  before  (what 
we  were  led  to  believe)  a vanquished 
foe,  leaving  thousands  of  our  sick  and 
wounded  countrymen  in  the  hands  of 
die  enemy.  This  loss,  like  others,  has 
passed  without  inquiry,  and,  us  if  impu- 
nity had  placed  the  servants  of  the 
crown  above  the  reach  of  justice,  youi 
majesty  has  been  advised  to  confer  ti- 
tles of  honorable  distinction  on  the  Gen- 
eral who  had  thus  exhibited  a rash  and 
ostentatious  display  of  unprofitable 
bravery. 

After  these  multiplied  errors,  and  in 
defiance  of  reiterated  experience  we 
have  seen  another  expedition,  yet  more 
expensive,  mot e disgraceful  and  mote 
calamituous  than  the  former — This 
armament,  delayed  until  the  fate  of 
Austria  was  decided,  landed  on  the  un- 
wholesome slides  of  the  Scheldt,  where 
alter  an  unaccountable  state  of  inaction, 
thousands  of  our  brave  soldiers  have 
miserably  and  ingloriously  perished  by 
petilence,  privation  and  disease,  without 
having  accomplished  one  national  ob- 
ject. On  such  an  czpedition  planned 
and  conducted  by  a minister,  who  it  is 
now  known  had  been  pronounced  unfit 
for  his  office  by  his  colleagues  ; r.n  ex- 
pedition that  touches 'all  minds  with 
shame,  and  fills  all  hearts  with  agony,  it 
is  too  painful  to  dilate. 

We  connot  refrain  from  represen- 
ting to  your  majesty,  that  while  the  af- 
fairs of  the  nation  have  been  so  shame- 
fully misconducted  abroad,  the  most 
scandalous  waste,  profusion,  r.no  mis- 
management have  prevailed  at  home 
and  your  majesty’s  cot  findc-mial  advi- 
sers, destitute  of  all  those  qualities  es- 
sential to  good  government,  and  regard- 
less alike  of  the  sufferings  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  of  the  honor  oftbeii  Sovereign  ; 
and  insensible,  or  indifferent,  to  the  sui- 
rounding  dangers  and  the  impending 
Lite  of  the  country,  have  been  engeged 
in  the  most  disgraceful  squabbles,  in- 
trigues and  cabals,  that  ever  degraded 
the  councils  of  any  nation  : and  which 
cannot  but  be  as  disreputable  to  your 
majesty’s  government,  as  they  a>e  ruin* 
ous  and  dishonorable  to  the  country. 

While  we  disclaim  all  interest  in 
the  views  of  contending  parties,  fiorn 
a firm  conviction  that  we  cannot  iook 
lor  a reformation  in  the  abuses  <1  live 
state,  from  any  person  or  parties  in- 
terested in  the  preservation  of  them, 
w e cannot  but  express  our  ardent  hope 
that  your  majesty  will  be  more  fortu- 
nate in  the  choice  of  the  men  to  whom 
you  may  hereafter  confide  the  conduct 
nfaffai.s;  and  that  your  councils  will 
be  no  longer  embarrassed,  nor  the  coun- 
try insulted  and  dishonored,  by  those 
disgraceful  occurrences  which  while 
they  have  exposed  us  to  the  ridicule  of 
surrounding  nations,  embolden  the  ene- 
my to  look  forward  with  confidence  to 
the  subjugation  of  a nation  so  distracted 
in  her  councils,  and  so  improvidently 
governed. 

That,  while  we  forbear  enumerating  a 
long  train  ol  internal  grievances,  we  can 
not  but  attribute  Inch  a ferics  of  failures 
and  difaffers  to  the  abufes  and  corruptions 
ot  the  (late,  and  the  confequent  want  of  a 
conffitutional  control  over  the  public  ex- 
penditures, ar.d  the  fervents  of  the  ertwn 
wh-reby  the  refponfibility  of  miniflers  ap- 
per  10  ex, (l  only  in  name. 

We  therefore  humbly  pray  your  majef 
ty  will  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  allure  your 
loyal  and  affeftionatc  people,  that  the  ob- 
ject to  which  their  wifl.es  are  directed,  is 
neither  to  be  abandoned  or  eluded,  and 
that  vot'r  mnj-fly  will  be  pleafed  to  infti- 
tute  a rigid,  impartial,  and  general  inquiry 
into  thole  great  national  misfortunes  : in- 
to the  plaits  upon  which  thefe  expeditions 
were  undertaken  ; and  into  the  conduit  of 
the  commanders  to  whom  they  were  en 
truffed-

IN  SENATE. 

Monday,  March  12. 

The  bill  to  prevent  the  issuing  of  sea  let- 
cers,  except  to  certain  vessels,  was  read  a 
third  time  as  amended,  and  passed. 

Mr  l.EIB’S  RESOLUTION’S. 

Mr.  1 eib  remarked  that  he  had  sub- 
mitted the  resolutions  upon  the  table  to  the 
Senate  under  a conviction  that  the  honor 
and  interests  of  the  nation  required  such  a 
course  of  measures.  He  btlieved  theiit 
was  time  to  have  done,  with  trifling  with  11 
wu  cf  welds,  and  with  what  had  been 


termed  gasconade  ; that  the  cup  of  expe- 
dients had  been  drained  to  the  last  dregs, 
and  that  a new  mode  of  warfare  became 
iiulispensible  to  vindicate  our  honor  and 
assert  our  rights.  - Mis  impressions  were, 
that  a determined  attitude  alone  could  res- 
cue us  from  the  oppressor’s  wrong,  awa- 
ken a sense  of  justice,  or  lead  to  that  ne- 
cessary alternative  which  an  injured  na- 
tion is  sometimes  obliged  to  tesort  to,  to 
avoid  greater  calamity. 

He  said,  that  he  was  no  friend  to  war, 
that  peace  was  the  first  wish  ot  his  heart  ; 
but  that  he  could  not  consent  to  preserve 
it  by  a prostitution  of  the  attributes  of 
freemen.  Insult,  robbery  and  murder  cri- 
ed aloud  for  justice  or  for  vengeance,  and 
duty  required  of  him  the  aid  of  his  feeble 
efforts  to  rescue  the  nation  from  degro- 
datior. 

He  remarked,  that  the  resolutions  were 
directed  against  one  of  the  belligerents  on- 
ly, and  lie  would  assign  his  reasons  for  the 
discrimination,  and  why  he  had  selected  G. 
Britain  for  their  object  It  had  been  ad- 
mitted that  we  had  a right  to  Choose  our 
enemy,  and  G.  Britain  was  selected  ; 

Because  she  was  first  in  the  career  of 
maritime  despotism,  and  had  exercised  it 
with  unrelenting  severity  ; 

Because  she  stands  alone  in  the  impress- 
ment of  our  citizens,  and  dooms  them  to 
ignominious  punishment,  or  compels  them 
to  fight  her  battles  ; 

Because  the  national  honor  had  been 
vitally  wounded  in  the  attack  upon  our 
flag  ; and, 

Because  she  lias  helped  outrage  upon 
aggression,  and  has  imbrued  her  hands  in 
the  innocent  blood  of  our  citizens. 

Since  the  u solutions  were  offered,  he 
further  remarked,  the  aspect  of  things 
seemed  to  be  somewhat  varied,  and  a hope 
is  entertained,  from  the  advices  received, 
that  a change  of  attitude  may  be  rendered 
unnecessary,  and  that  under  present  cir- 
curhstAnc'es  suck  change  is  inexpedient 
and  may  prove  injurious  However  scep- 
tical he  might  be  on  this  subject,  he  had 
no  wish  to  embarrass  the  administration  in 
its  negot  iations  ; bui  <m  the  contrary  he 
wished  to give  full  scope  to  any  efforts  for 
an  amicable  adjustment  of  our  differences. 
He  wished  not  to  throw  in  a cloud  to  inter- 
cept that  glimpse  which  was  supposed  to 
be  breaking  in  upon  us.  His  enmities,  he  | 
said,  were  national  and  would  cease  with 
the  cause  of  excitement.  Under  these  im-j 
pressions,  and  in  deference  to  political  as 
well  as  personal  friends,  to  whose  opinions 
he  was  alway  s ready  to  render  a willing 
homage,  lie  said,  that  he  would  withdraw 
the  resolutions,  reserving  to  himself  the 
right  to  renew  them  under  other  circum- 
stances.

meet  of  the  army  of  thu  U.  States  or- 1 
tiered  '.or  the  defence  cf  New -Orleans 
and  that  the  committee  be  authorised 
to  send  for  pet  sons  aim  papers. - 

The  resolution  was  agreed  to  with- 
out opposition. 

March  I 5. 

COMMERCIAL  BILL. 

Mr.  fllaejn  made  the  following  re- 
po; t,  tv  hie. 1 was  ordered  to  be  printed  : 

“ The  conferees  oa  the  part  of  the 
two  Houses  on  1 hr  disagreeing  votes  on 
ti.e  bill 41  respecting  commercial  inter- 
course between  .-lie  U.  S.  and  Great  Bri- 
tain and  r ranee  and  lor  oil /or  purposes” 
have  met,  and  those  on  the  part  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  report,  That 
they  have  met  the  conferees  on  the 
part  of  the  Senate,  end  that  they  have 
not  agreed  on  any  modification  of  the 
bill,  nor  have  tilhei  - greed  to  re- 
cede. 

“ The  conferees  on  the  part  of  the 
Senate  made  a proposition  to  insert,  in 
the  room  of  the  sections  sti  iken  out,  the 
following : “ Be  it  further  enacted,  that 
the  President  of  the  United  States  be  & 
iie  hereby  is  authorised  to  employ  the 
public  armed  vessels  of  the  United 
States  in  convoying  the  merchant  Ves- 
sels of  the  United  Stater,  wholly  own- 
ed by  a citizen  or  citizens  thereof  and 
laden  with  cargoes  w holly  the  property 
of  a citizen  or  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  issue  instructions  w hich 
shall  be  conformable  to  the  laws  and  usa- 
ges of  nations,  for  the  government  of 
the  ships  whiih  maybe  employed  in 
convoying  such  merchant  vessels.”  To 
which  the  conferees  on  the  part  of  the 
House  disagreed. 

“The  conferees  on  the  part  of  the 
house  of  Representatives  made  the  fol- 
lowing proposition  : To  permit  British 
merchant  vessels  to  import  into  the 
Ur.iied  States  British  produce  and 
manufactuies,  but  not  to  export  any  ar- 
ticle whatever  ; to  permit  French  mer- 
chant vessels  to  import  into  the  United 
States  ! rcncli  produce  and  manufac- 
tures, but  not  to  export  any  article  what- 
ever ; to  retain  the  10th  and  13th  sec- 
tions ; and  to  explain  the  12th  section 
touching  the  penalties  and  forfeitures 
under  the  embargo  act  To  w hich  the 
conleiees  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  dis- 
agreed.” 

Air.  Eppes  reported  a bill  to  amend  an 
aft  entitled  “ An  aft  to  regulate  and  fix 
the  compenfation  ofClerks  ard  to  author- 

ife  the  laving  our  errtar'  publ  c loads.” 

'I  wire  read  and  committed. 

Air.  Eppes  reported  .1  bill  impofing  ad- 
ditional duties  upon  all  goods,  wares  and 


tnerchzndife  /imported  into  any  foreign 
port  or  place. 

[This  bill  is  compofed  of  five  feftions. 

The  ill  impofes  an  additional  duty  of 
per  cent,  ad.  valorem,  on  all  goods 
from  foreign  ports  paying  a duty  ad.  val. 

I he  ad  impofes  an  additional  duty  of 
perct.  upon  the  duties  now  inipofed 
on  goods  paying  specific  duties. 

1 he  3d  impofes  ail  addition  of  ten  per 
cent  to  the  feveral  duties  impofed  by  this 
aft,  on  all  goods  hereafter  imported  in  vef. 
lels  not. of  the  United  States. 

The  4th  preferibes  the  mode  of  collec- 
tion. 

The  5th  continues  the  law  in  force  to 
the  iff  day  of  April  1811  and  no  longer.) 

The  bill  was  twice  read  and  committed. 

1 he  Houle  took  up  the  meffage  of  the 
Senate  dating  their  having  appointed  con- 
ferees on  the  dtfagreeing  votes  of  the  two 
houfes  on  the  cenlus  bill  ; and  refolved  to 
appoint  a committer  on  their  part.  . 

The  oider  of  the  day  on  the  bill  ref- 
pefting  the  Batture  being  called  for. 

Air.  Bassett  moved  to  pollpone  lire  fur- 
ther  coi.lideratioa  of  the  bill  till  Monday 
next. — Negatived  61  to  45. 

The  motion,  under  confideratioti  when 
the  Houle  yefterday  adjourned,  to  (Irike 
out  the  whole  of  the  bill,  was  warrxlv  de- 
bated at  confiderable  length,  Meffrs.  Poin- 
dexter, Slu  ffry,  Kofs  and  Boyd  opp.ding 
it  and  Meffrs.  Bibb,  Troup  and  Holland 
funporting  it. 

'1  he  motion  was  negatived  57  to  51. 

After  further  progrefr — 

The  committee  role,  reported  progrefs 
and  a/ked  leave  to  fit  again;  which  was 
refuftd.  Tile  bill  is  now  dueftly  before 
the  Houle. 

The  Secretary  of  State  has  received 
from  Mr.  Pinkney  a private  letter  of  the 
4th  January,  detailing  the  particulars  of  a 
long  conference  at  the  foreign  office  with 
Lord  Wellesley.  This  letter  explicitly 
states  that  the  British  minister  did  not  at- 
tempt to  v indicate  Mr.  Jackson  ; on  the 
contrary,  he  admitted  that  lie  was  in  the 
wrong,  that  he  must  return,  and  that  a 
successor  must  be  sent  out  to  the  U.  States. 

Mat.  Intel. 

About  the  9th  of  December,  the  Turks 
obtained  an  important  victory  over  the 
Russians,  after  two  days  fighting.  Con- 
tantinople  was  illuminated  for  three  suc- 
essive  nights. 

The  Louisa  Celia,  from  N.  York  for  Spain, 
and  Hie  Phoenix  from  New  Yoik  lor  Lisbon, 
have  been  sunk  by  two  French  frigates.  The 
American  officers  and  crews  were  treated  in 
the  most  shameful  maimer,  while  British  offi- 
ce! s were  treated  with  great  generosity  and 
respect.  The  French  captains  s..id  they  had 
orders  to  destroy  every  American  vessel  they 
met  with,  as  the  Emperor  was  dctefmined  to 
go  to  war  with  America  if  they  did  not  declare 
against  England.
